Washinoton, Aug. 10.— Another day 
has pusjcd and tho two wings of the major- 
ity In the IFouao of Reprcaontotlves are ap- 
parently us fur as ever from an ugreemcnt 
on the method of conducting the ])r(iiicaed 
diacusaion «f tlio silver cjucscion. The day 
hua been .spi?nt in frnitiesa conferences ou 
the subject, and because no projjrcss 
has been mado in the nef{olia- 
V.oca the House was compelled 
to adjourn for lack of anything 
to engage its attention. Tho two coinniit- 
ttea representing the silver and tho anti- 
sih'or forces seem to be playing for position, 
eiich desiring to aaaanie the initiative, but 
of what avail the point of advantage sought 
will be it is diffioulb to determine. From 
tho mass of rumors that are afloat and atate- 
mcuts by members of tho oonferenoo roRard- 
ing tlicir procaedlDgs, the positions of tho 
tivo pirtlcs are : Tho anti-silver men, \p(\ 
by Mr, Baurko Coclirune, propose thatabill 
ahull ba Introduced to repeal the purcliatiliin 
clause of tho Sliermuii \,\\y, and that :i volu 
shall bo tal<en upon that propusition liiat. 
If it be defeated, an amentlniciu may bo of- 
fered providing for the free coinage of sil- 
ver, luid a vote be taken on that. The free 
c(iina;.;e men oll'er a cuiiitcr proposal, to 
wit, that the bill outlined by the free silver 
ciiueua yesterday shall bo introduced by 
the committee authorized to prepare it 
providing for a repeal of tho act coupled 
willi free coinage; that any unieudments 
desired may be oirored, and that a vote 
ah&ll bo taken at tli.) end of three wecka' 
debiito. This was not acceptable to anbl- 
silver men, who insisted, it ia said, upon a 
vote first upou tho proposition to condition- 
ally ^c^JC^l the purchasing clause. It was 
impoisibic apparently for tho committees to 
come together and after eeveral consulta- 
tions and two joiut mootinga, an adjourn- 
ment was had until tomorrow. 

Hrevity was tho feature of tho Senate 
procccdinga to-day. Tho chaplain conSned 
iiiniself to the Lord's Prayer. The jaurnal 
of yesterday was' embraced in a couple of 
paragraphs, and that there were two yea 
and n&y votes taken, one on the notion to 
adjourn over till Monday, and one on the 
motioB to adjourn. Both motions came 
from the Dentooratio side of the chamber 
and were cirriedby Democratic votes and 
the votes of Senators from the silver pro- 
ducing States, The whole session occupied 
less than '20 minutes. 

To-day was a day of waiting in the House. 
The Democratic silver and anti-ailvcr 
advisory coii.mittcos were meeting both 
aepc r-ti>ly and conjointly, and it was tho 
plan of the Democrats to givo them time to 
reach a satisfactory conclusion. Therefore, 
after a reccsa had been taken an adjourn- 
nicdt Wis desired, and a motion to that 
ellcct was made, but tho E^epublicana 
deairing to put every man on 
record, demanded the yeas and 
nays. TwenI j-three Doniocrats voted 
with the I'epubllcans against an adjourn- 
ment ; but the motion was carried. Veas, 
1711 ; nays, 1S7. Ikforo announcing tho 
rcault, tho Speaker appointed the com- 
mittee on rules. It consists of tho same 
members as composed it in tho 5'Jnd con- 
gress, except that Mr. Oathwuite, Demo- 
cratic, Ohio, is substituted for Mr. McMil- 
lan, Demooratio, Tennessee. The Honse ad- 
journed at 1:30 p. m.

A Bepnbllcan Who Will Not Bo AttaGhed to 
the Tail of tbe Democratic Kite. 

WASiiiNflTOK, Aug. 10. — Rnmors were 
afloat this morning to the elTect that in the 

course of the proceedings of the caucus yes- 
tcrduy, Rcpresentativo ]5ower3, of Cali- 
fornia, withdrew after announcing that ho 
bad been misled by the torma of tho call 
under which the oancns met. Mr. Sowers 
said to a reporter for the Uuitcd Press, to- 
day, that this was an exaggeration and 
false Btuttmcat of factp. " Tho caucus," 
he saiii, " wiia attended by six Ke- 
publieaiH, although no more than 
three, 1 believe, were jjrc.fcnt at nny one 
time. Mr. Sweet, of Idaho, was the only 
one 1 recall. After the di.scuasion had been 
uniler way Home time, one man prnpoaeil 
t hilt the eiiuaua re-ndopl the whole Demn- 
cnitio platform, and then I got mad. With 
Honio <lilliculty I got tbe floor and said that 
J had been ualied to attend a uauoua of free 
silver men, but if it was tho iiiteiitjnn to 
niako it a tail of the Democralic kite J was 
entirely out of place, for there was not ubit 
of Djrnooracy ifi me. I was assured by sev- 
eral gentleiiieii that it was not a Democratic 
meeting, nor inten<lcd to be one, and that 
the ileclaration of tho resolution 
adopted in favor of freo coinage pure and 
simple was H it i.ifactory to me. There were 
ft. few emiaaariea of tho gold bugs who found 
their way iato tho oauous and endeavored 
to defeat its object by loading down the 
proposed action with all sorts of amend- 
ments. They aro the worst enemies the 
gold men will ha >e. The caucus sat down 
on them hard. No person present iu bound 
in any way by its action, reserving to him- 
self the right to act and vote upon any 
amendment as he sees fit. The debate is 
likely to last a month or more, and I think 
it will huvo to bo conducted under rules, 
for any person can throw the whole situa- 
tion In tho uir, despite all the agreements 
that will ho made, if there are no rules to 
euforcu them."

SOUTH AMERICA. 

(;ovornuient .Successes in Argentina — The 
State of Alliilrs In Uriizll. 

]ifi;.s-os Ayhi:.s, Aug. 10. — The Governor 
appointed by tho Civico Nacionales and 
Liberals ufier (Jovornor Costa fled from La 
Plata has surrendered tho city to the feder- 
al authorities, who landed troops from war- 
ships to preserve order. The city was hold 
by General Irigoyen, who hud 10,000 troops 
under bis couunand,and the surrender of 
tho control to tbe Federal fjoverumenl was 
rnavle after friendly negotiations. 

Ollieials who have been ousted iu tho 
province of Santa Fe, Argentina, have 
signed a petition to the Federal governinent 
for the appointment of a new governor. It 
is reported from Rio da Janeiro that the 
Kr.iy.ilian government has sent Krupp guna 
to the forts at Santos and Bio Grande 
do Sul, 

New YoitK, Aug. 10.— The Herald's cable 
irom Kio Janeiro| oaye : INotwithatanding 
the rigid censorship of all messages and the 
ub.soluto prohibition of communication by 
tho Brazilian government, your corrcspond- 
ia able to send you the situatiou in tho 
capital. The government was surprised and 
alarmed at the extent of tho revolution in 
tho Rio Grande do Sul, owing to the popu- 
larity of Rear Admiral Wundolkolk in naval 
circles, President Peixoto and bis cabinet 
feared that there was a widespread con- 
spiracy against his adminlatratioa. 

The loyalty of the navy was suspected, 
nnd tbe. first steprtakea by tho Oovernmcnt 
was to prohibit all telegraphio oommunica- 
tioQ with tbe Boath, This was followed by 
an order prohibiting the transmission of 
cipher messages of any nature over tho 
wires in Brazil. As far as can be learned 
the general sentiment of tho country favors 
the revolutionary movement. Tho federal 
troops in this case are constantly under 
arms. Political messages are prohibited, 
tho Government fearing concerted action in 
several states should Rio Grande do Sul 
have free commaaieation with Bahia and 
Feraambnco.

PRESIDENT CLEVELAND. 

He heaves for a Short Outing— No Pressing 
BnsInesB at AVasbiugton. 

. Wasiiikotom', Aug. 10.— President Clove- 
land will leave Washington to-morrow, prob- 
ably in the afternoon for Buzzards Bay, and 
remain until about September I. Ii' is not 

likely that Iio will ho accompanied by 
Secretary Jiamont, who ia anxious to join 
his family at Sorrento, Maine. Since the 
meeting of Congress, on Monday Inst, Mr, 
Clovelond has clisposod of a large amount of 
worlc and ieels that tbote is nothing to keep 



London, jVug. 10. — The following aro 
some of the comn)ents on President Cleve- 
land's message hy London papers : 

Daily Graphic: "Yesterday's proceed- 
ings in the United States Congress and in 
tho House of Commons ought to bo read 
side by side. Cleveland's striking picture 
of tho evil wrought by free silver in the 
United States constitutes an efTectivc 
answer to Chaplin's economic fallacy. It 
passes the human comprehension that in 
face oi the change of policy in the United 
States, English bi-metallism should advo- 
cate a return to free silver in India," 

Financial News: "Cleveland's plea for 
the repeal of tho Sherman Act, ia virtually 
unanswerable. The question whether tho 
stoppage of monthly silver purchases would 
Immediately end the crisis, is not easy to 
answer. We are not inclined to reply off- 
handed in the affirmative. If the American 
people show as much faith In their ourrenoy 
when watering ceases, aa they did in the 
first two years of silver purchases, the tETect 
of the repealing of the Sherman Aot may be 
in)mcdiitte. Iliere is more reason for such 
faith now than three years ago." 

Standard : " If international bimetalliam 
has not been brought about, tho reason is 
the balancu of a<l vantage, or disadvantage, 
was doail against it, An agreement to keep 
up a ti.xed ratio between the two metals 
would certainly do much mischief. The 
latest chapter of transatlantic currency 
trickery may be read in Cleveland's inessago, 
Therein he aets forth in terms tho sub- 
stantial accuracy ( f which cannot bo con- 
tested, tho cnnfusion into which tho in- 
definite substitution of Jioarded silver, 
always deproeialina iu value, for a com- 
])aratively stable gold coinage, has involved 
all transactions of which credit ia an cle- 
inenL. Though we do not expect bimotallists 
to agree with us, it ia inliuitely safer and 
wiser to let the metals find their own level, 
and it is hopoleas, by uny artifionl or arbi- 
trary ay.stem, to give permanently to silver a 
value in exchange largely exceeding its 
viliio as determined by tho cost of produc- 
tion. It will truly bo said that Cleveland 
fulminates against silver legislation because 
ho owes bis election largely to tho anti-sil- 
ver party, but the fact remains to he ex- 
plained why tbe community which has had 
a long experience of the artificial appreoia. 
tiou of silver, declared at the pc>ll8 against 
the party committed to tho continuance of 
tho o.'cperiment." 

Daily Telegraph : " Tho President's mes- 
sage is a striking document, nnd goes 
straight to tho root of (libijuiet, or stagna- 
tion o>:i8ling in America. AB.suming that 
Congreas will hailen to repeal the Sherman 
act, it is perhaps aa well, in the interest of 
finareial stability everywhere, that tho dis- 
astrous experience has been gained."

Ottawa, Aug. 10.— Col. Hamilton, of tlie 
King's regiment, of Halifax, has telegraphed 

('ol. Bacon, secretary of the Dominion Rifle 
Association, asking in liow many compoti- 
tiona men from the regulars could partici- 
pate in provided a team were sent to Ot- 
tawa, and whether they could use the 
magazine rifle or not. Col, Bacon replied 
that regulars would be enabled to take part 
in all the competitions except three, and 
that of course they must shoot with the 
Martini-Henri rifle, 

In connection with the proposed reorgan- 
ization of the Itoyal regiment of Canadian 
artillery, it is reported that " C " battery 
will bo rcmos'ed lo Quebec to take the place 
of tho cavalry school, which goes to Toronto. 

A" battery, at Kingston, will probably 
bo strengthened and converted into field 
artillery, while " K " and "C" batteries 
will amalgamate and constitute a strong 
battery of garrison artillery. 

The silver mines of the Thunder Bay 

istrict are shutting down, owing to the un- 
settled state of the market. ' 

Prof. Saunders, director of the Experi* 
mental Farm, explains in reference to the 
experiments on tubercolene, now being car- 
ried on at the farm, that some important 
points have still to be settled which onglit 
to bo definitely determined before informa- 
tion is communicated to the public. Tho 
teats mado with Koch's lympb, so far as 
they have gone, have demonstrated that it 
is a reliable means of diagnosing the pres- 
ence of tubercolosis. By Injecting tuber- 
colene a second time it has been found that 
unless a sulficient time elapses between the 
two injections no result is produced, and 
tho object in deferring tho slaughter of 
other suspected animals ia to ascertain de- 
finitely bow long a time should elapse be- 
tween the first and second injections, so as 
to get the proper results from both experi- 
ments.

The Marino department Is advised of the 
construction of a masonry beacon at Kelp 
Reef, Haro Straits. 

With reference to tho dispute between 
Ron. Messrs. Costigan and Tupper, the 
Journal quotes a prominent Conservative 
as Kiylng : " Tho wonder is that Mr. Cos- 
tigan did not throw up the department 
sooner. It will bo remembered that after 
Mr. Tapper left for England delegatioti 
after delegation of members of the House 
waited upon Mr. Costigan and asked that a 
certain regulation regarding the dose 
seasons and size of seta issued by 
order of Mr. Tupper be oountermanded 
or the whole fishing trade WOnld be paral- 
yzed. The Quebec members were among 
those who were pressing for the withdrawal 
of these orders. Finally Mr. Costigan 
agreed to make certain concessions in the 
direction asked for, and had Mr, Tupper'a 
regulations countermanded. \ia it remem- 
bered, continued this Conservative, that 
Mr. Costigan knowing, no doubt, that Mr. 
Tupper would bo ill-pleased with seeing his 
regulations cast on one side, hud an Order- 
in-Council passed sanctioning all tho 
changes he had mado. Kut, for all this, 
Mr. Tupper waa annoyed, and endeav- I 
ored to run his department na far as 
possible from Paris.

Govcrnmont Apeiit M. Lumby, of Vernon 
who hiia been iu the city for aevetiil (luya 
past, is just lis cnthueiaatiu uh ever in rof^urd 
to tho fino country with whoao progress ho 
is so intimately idontified. 

"It's going uheud — growing and devel- 
oping in every part, " ho siiicl yestcrdny. 
"Vernon is hecomini; (|uito a city, sprettd- 
ing nut and addiug to itn population u oou- 
sideriilile data of wi'll to-do gentleiiK'n who 
buy five or ten acres in tho suburbs and 
build for themaelvea handsome homes. Tlic 
great agitation in Vernon just now is in re- 
gard to water works. The scheme for 
bringing the pure, cold water from Long 
Like Which I explained tn reuders of tlie 
Colonist during a previous viait to tiio 
Capital, oectaisly o£fer& inlvuntagea ^vhiull 
cannot be overlooked or lightly estimated. 
At the present timo no fewer that eighteen 
buildings are in course of construction in 
Vernon and tho neighboring towns are grow- 
ing with corresponding rapidity. 

"Good news also comes from the min- 
ing section. At Fairviow, tho Strath- 
oyro Miaing Comp vny alo.io have spent 
S10O,O0O to S1-U,0()0 iu labor, Icuep- 
ing tlieir ten stamp mill running 
with such satisfactory result a tliafc they con- 
template replacing it with a forty atanip 
mill alnioiic immediaiely — probibly this 
yoar. In the Ivuttle River country the 
mines are looking well, too, and at liound- 
ary City, hotel, sawmill and other import- 
ant buiidinge ore going up. 

"Tho dovuIopUient of this country hag 
boen greatly retarded iu tho past by the ab- 
sence of moana of commuuication. Fortu- 
nately this state of ulFaira is not long to 
continue. Tho engineers have just roturned, 
having completed the survey of a road all 
through British territory. It will stait 
from the month of the Inkameep river and 

groceed thence to Cape MoKinney, at the 
ead of Rook creek, dowa to the mouth, 
from which point there is already a good 
road to' Boandary creek. The eonatrnotion 
of this road will be commenced as soon as I 
return home, and tho completion will not 
be delayed by anything which we can pre- 
vent. At its greatest altitude the road will 
bo 1,000 feet above sea lovol ; tho grades 
are, however, good and the country 
traversed excellently timbered. Tho sur- 
veyors had many exciting adventures 
during their absence from civilization, one 
of their number being treed by a grizzly, 
being almost exhausted when hia compan- 
ions located him, the bear keeping guard 
over hia rifle at tho foot of the tree. This 
survey has revived tho interest in camp 
MclCinney, which is known to bo very rich 
and there are thirty men working there. 

" Crop prospects in tho Okanagan ? All the 
ranchers have now started cutting their 
grain, tho hay crop having been good aud 
the grain on tho high levnls being excellent. 
Fruit could not possibly be better and tho 
hopa are phenomenal. Tho thirty acres of 
hops on the Aberdeen place near Vernon are 
a sample for tho world. In the cultivation 
oi small fruits the people are a little behind. 
-They. do not seem to nave awakened yet to 
the capacity of the jam .factory and con- 
sequently put in five aores where they 
should put in fifty. The capacity of the 
factory is eighteen tons per diem, but tho 
supply is as yet inadequate."

Its exceptional climato and irnnienEO 
natural pastures of succulent herbage (ex- 
clusive oi" 7I)S,,'!79 acres of sown, aruticiiil 
grasses) afTord liealthfid, gpuial pusturuge to 
ita 100,000,000 sheep all the year round, 
witli no need of shelter and but little cure, 
which constitutes it tho greatest wool pro- 
ducing country of the world, which position 
it niusl, of necessity maintain ; whilst, ex- 
perience has proved that the occusional 
droughts can bo largely modilied by the 
judicious couscrvation of the utiiidc rainfall, 
with artesian well-sinking. Its agricul 
tural, mineral and arborical productions arc 
great, whilst fruit of every kind is pro- 
duced, of high quality in ita many climates, 
from Now Guinea to Tasmania.

lulu, via Samoa and Fiji, to New Zealand, 
to connect with the cable in operation from 
there to Australia.^not only as indispensable 
for commercial interests, but also for travel- 
lers, who would not wish to be unduly 
separated from their ooncernB, which are 
often of groat importance and value to them. 

In another letter I can sot forth tho 
special monetary advantages which would 
assuredly accrue to Australasia and Canada 
by means of this steamship lino ; whilst, as 
healthful, judicious sentiment is no slight 
factor in controlling human a (lairs, we 
may duly note that, whilst tho' fed- 
eration of tho English speaking races 
may bo regarded as U'^opiau, tho congenial 
federation of all who arc ident ilied with tho 
Unina Jack is feasible and wiao ; therefore, 
British America should unite with Aus- 
tralasia in genial, fraternal sympathy, aud

A moetiiig of the Isorthcrn canners to (lis- 
cusb various matters in connection with the 
tlflhing industry was held at Claxton on the 
12'2ud ultimo, Mr. William IJalby presiding, 
Mr. G. A. Kirk, of the Inverness, acting as 
secretary, and all tho canners being repre- 
sented. The canners complained bitterly of 
losses occasioned by the numerous snags in 
the Skeena river, and held tho Dominion 
Government blamcablo for not causing them 
to be removed. It was pointed out that the 
Government received about S7,000 for fish- 
ing licenses on the Skeena alone, and had 
nut spent one dollar this year in the neces- 
sary improvement of the river. Seventy 
thousand dollars worth of nets are annually 
placed in this river, not lo mention the jiro- 
pcrty interests along its banks, and the nets 
aro generally unfit for service a second year, 
thanks to the snags. Before the meeting 
closed, resolutiona were adopted expressing 
tho opinion of the (.■unnera that tho Uoniinion 
Government should spend $t2,00O to §,'{,000 
each year in removing the snags from 
northern rivers.

Wo are very unwilling to 
believe that the City Counoil would deliber- 
ately award the work to the highest bidder, 
when a lower tender bad been put in hy a 
competent contractor. 



THIS BE H RING SEA A)YARD. 

Some newspapors have given tho world 
what purported to be information with 
respect to the award of the Bchring Sea 
arbitrators. Soch information cannot pos- 
sibly be authentio. Xhe arbitrators are 
deliberating in secret. No outsider is al- 
lowed to bo present at their deliberations. 
Information as to what baa been done or 
what tho nature of tho decision ia likely to 
be, has not been imparted to anyone. Con- 
sequently what haa appeared in the news- 
pipers on the subject has been nothing 
more than guesses oi impatient news- 
caterers, who are tired of waiting for the 
award, and who want to have something to 
say on the subject. They would rather 
give false and foolish news tifan no news 
at all. 

Those interested in the finding of the 
arbitrators would do well to pay no atten- 
tion whatever to all reports about the nature 
of tho award. They may make themselves 
sure that no ono at liberty to apeak will 
know anything abotit their decision until 
their award ia in the hands of the proper 
authorities and is officially promulgated. 
Until then all that is said ahout it is mere 
surmise and entitled to no weight whatever. 
We are surprised that so respectable a paper 
as the Pill Mall Gazette should attempt to 
rival the smart American journals in giving 
the public information on a subject about 
which every man of intelligence must know 
no information can be had. The Hon. Mr. 
Tupper did right when hi put the public on 
their guard against receiving as reliable any 
news about tho nature of the award of tho 
.arbitrators on the lieliring .Sea question. 



AN EXPLANATION NEEDED. 

Wo seo by our report of the proceedings 
of Wednesday's session of the City Council 
tliat the lowest offer for the Spring Riilgo 
drain was that of Coughlan & Mayo, 58,'J,'i, 
A little farther on in tho same report we 
find that the Sprint; Ridge drain was let to 
H. H. McDonald & Co. for §9,784. It 
seemed very atraiigo that the contract 
should be awarded to H. H. McDonald & 
Co. when their bid was §810 higher than 
that of Couglilan & Mayo. What have the 
favored firm done that the City Council 
should make tlicm a present of $840 of the 
ratepayers money ? Wo at first thouglit 
that our reporter had made a mistake in 
taking down the figures. But on enquiry 
WQ found that the fii^urea in our report were 
thoflo submitted to tho Council by the City 
Kugineer. We also found that Coughlan A 
Mayo'a tender was bona-fldo, and that they 
had put up the security required for its due 
performance. 

There is something in the report about a 
lump reduction not being allowed to recoivo 
consideration. But wo find there waa no 
"lump reduction." Coughlin it Mayo ten- 
dered on the supposition that tho drain re- 
quired was lo be a two ring drain, At the 
last moment they were informed by the 
City Engineer that tho plans required a "one 
ring" drain. On hearing this Mr. Mayo, 
in the City iOngiiieGr'a ollico, alterod 
tho tender to rr.eet tlie requiromontj of tlio 
plan. This made a change of the ra ;e both 
of part of thei work aud of tho sum total. 
The change and .the reason of it aie both 
marked on the margin of the tender, so that 
there was no "lump reduction." The re- 
duction was rendered recosaury by tho 
change of a two ring drain "to a one ring 
drain," and it waa in proportion 
to the changed rate for the work. 
The tender, showed on the face of it the 
. nature of. ihe. obiangn and its amount 
Alderman Baker ' in framing his resolu'-^ 



DELAY AND OBSTRUOTION. 

Delay seems to bo tho policy of tho silver 
men of tho United States Congress, Thoy 
are in no hurry, and they appear iuclincd 
to do what they can to prevent tho inmie- 
diato repeal of the Sherman law. Tho policy 
of obstruction, which they appear disposed 
lo adopt, will exasperate their opponents, 
and may, perhaps, have a very injurious ef- 
fect upon business and the financial position 
of the country generally. Those who favored 
repeal, previous to the meeting of Congress, 
were most urgent in their advocacy of 
promptness. They were, too, strongly op- 
posed to any compromise. The repeal, ue- 
cording to them, must b.j inimodiato and It 
must 1)0 uncondilimml. 'i'liia ia whivt tho 
Now Vork Herald said on tho subject : 

But it ia important that the rapresenta- 
tives of the people shall go to Washington 
impressed with the necessity not only of re- 
pealing tho law but repealiiiij it uuroiidiliuii- 
ally; not only stopping tho purchase uf 
silver but ittoppimj it at once. The country 
needs and the people demand immediate re 
lief. This must be provided imthoul fl''la>/, 
iritltniit i:o!ii/»-nmi^r,, irithotit ndo/jfiaii oj' run/ 
i)liM7iiVr(j».< ■•^iib-^f il nil or rxjn Ui.nl. 

The italics are tho Herald's. It keeps up 
ita emphatic tone, and does not hesitate to 
repeat its exhortation, for further on in 
tho article wo Qnd the following 
paaaage, which wc produce exactly as it is 
printed in the Herald : 

The first and paramount easoutiul is to 
repeal tin; ohiioxloiia art vnc.cudilioiin/li/ und 
slop bnyiiiii ^i/nr al uitrr. Delay will mean 
disaster. Every day bringa report.') of 
banks oloaing, mills aluitting down, and 
business houses failing. Ertr;/ viu of l/h^c

Ever;/ our. is a pUa for Ihi; iinmi.diati: ami 
unrondilionni rejival of the Hilrer Piirrhasi- 
Lain, 

The Now York Times is equally earnest, 
but it expresses itself in a more moderate 
way. It says ; 

Tariff reform can wait. Tho new cur- 
rency system, whatever it is to be, can 
wait. The naked repeal of tho silver pur- 
chase provisions of tho Sherman act, with- 
out complications or tho discuaaion of sub- 
atitute measures, is the first and the solo 
imperative duty of the extra session of 
Congress. 

It must bo remembered that the articles 
from which theae extracta were taken were 
published before tho President's meaange ap- 
peared. They show tho atato of public 
opinion in the most enterprising city of tho 
Union, and the one which ia mosb deeply 
interested in having an end put to the de- 
plorable state of things that now obtains in 
all parts of the United States. 

The following paragraphs from tho Now 
York Times, no doubt, voice tho opinions 
and feelings of tho moat intelligent men in 
the States, and those who see moat clearly 
the benefits that would follow the im- 
mediate repeal of the Shermon Law. 

Untold aid and comfort would bo given to 
the business interests of tho coimtry by i\n 
aaauranco that Congress would pass tho re- 
peal and immediately adjourn. The situ- 
ation would be seriously aggravated by de- 
lays, needless discussions, and a wrangle of 
parties and factions. Yet the fact that 
these are the common incidents of a Con- 
gressional session has afTorded some ground 
for the appreheneion that Congress mi(;ht 
heedlessly postpone the moment of relief in 
order to give play to its familiar propensities 
for delay. 

Our belief is that there will be no delay. 
The alarming situation of the country's 
finances hM been pressed in upon the 
Nation's legislators to an extent tliat hua 
awakened them to the necessity of promptest 
action. Among those who are best able to 
fortciist the work of tho aession there ia 
little doubt thac Congress will respond at 
once to the demand of the country. 

It is much to be feared that argument and 
advice will be thrown away on the oppon- 
ents of repeal. They will use tho power 
they poasess to obstruct tho passage of ibo 
repealing measure, lot tho consequences to 
other interests than their own, bo what 
they may. If they are strong enough they 
will prevent the repeal, and if they oantiot 
do that, they show a disposition to use all 
tho means in their power to obstruct legis- 
lation on the silver question. 



THE DEER BILL. 



The quantity of beer consumed by oivilLz 
ed men is enormous. There must ba eomo. 

thmg in beer exceedingly grateful to the 
palates of ICuropoanH and their doacendunta 
Wherever they go they must have their 
beer. Whether tho climate ia hot or cold, 
dry or humid, they arc thirsty, and in their 
opinion nothing can quench their thirst like 
beer. Beer is generally considered a obeap 
drink; and so it is, but tho money spent 
upon it in tho aggregate ia really amazing, 
Tlio yearly consumption of beer in tho 
whole of Kuropo ia computed to bo .'),',):! 
UU8,815 gallons. Allowing that tliia beer 
costs twenty-five cents a gallon the sum 
spent on it in Europe alone is $083,017,20.1 
Thia ia an enormous sum to pay for ii bever- 
age which, if wo aro to believe tho tetiijior- 
anco men, does tho drinkers no good and 
which thoy would bo a groat deal bettor 
without, if this ia tho case, why are men 
80 fond of it?

Director Theodore Tlioinas no Longer at the 
Head of Huslcal Arrangements— 
Louiilana's Day. 

CiiiOAQO, Aug. 10,— As expected the 
executive committee of the board of direc- 
tors have acco])l ed the reaigrution of Theo- 
dore Thomas ns musical director of tho fair. 
It was also decided to disband Thomas' big 
orchestra of lU pieces. "It is the inten- 
tion, " said one of the members of the exe 
culivo coniinitteo to-daj', " to engage sev- 
eral hands and locate them about the 
grounds for the pleaauro of visitors. Popu- 
lar music only will be played, as the public 
has expressed itself as being opposed to the 
high class selections which Thomas insisted 
in giving the public. Tho eteoutive com- 
mittee ordered the council of administration 
to cancel contraotsof members of the orches- 
tra aa soon ns pnaaiblo, and this week will 
probably be the last that Wagnerian music 
will be played at the fair. Festival and 
music halls will probably be used for band 
concerts on rainy days and for speoial con- 
certs. 

This was tho biggeat day of tho fair to 
ci i/.ens of Louisiana. E.irly in tho morn- 
ing they began to arrive at tho fair, and bo- 
fore noon half tho people in thu locality of 
tho atato buildings wore red badges on 
which wan the inscription " Louisiana Day, 
Aug. ]()." 1 1 was the day set apart for the 
formal dedicat itjii of tho alate building by 
tho state coinmiHaioucr, and more than a 
tliouaaud aoiis and daugbtora of tho atato by 
tho 1,'ulf fixed tho date of their attendance 
at the great exposition for Aug. 10, that 
they might swell tho audience which lis- 
tened to tho speeches of Louiaiauan orators. 
This morning tho building was closed and 
florists and decorators transformed the in> 
terior into a bower of loreliness. Ropes 
were stretched from Sixth street entrance 
to tho buildidg, two blocks away, and 
bright banners and Chinese lanterns wero 
hung from them to mark the way for, tho 
procession which escorted the Gorarnor and 
his staff to the building.

All tlio state and 
national commisaionora and Ihu World's 
Fair officials turnod out in lionor of the oc- 
casion , and tliey wore reinforced by aovoral 
thousand sous and daughters of tho state. 



Governor Foster, accompanied by the mem- 
bors of bis staff, and escorted by companies 
of the New Orleans militia, was given an 
especially hearty welcome. The exercises, 
which commenced at, 2 o'clock, were after 
the usual order observed by the other state 
buildings, including mntic, speeches and 
tho formal transfer of the keys to the ex- 
position authorities.

Views of LeaUiug: Auatraliau Authori- 
ties on the Future of Trade 
With Canada. 

What Products Cau I3o Advautaffeousiy 
Exchanged— Trade Delegatioa 
From Canada Advocated. 



(From tho Colonist's Spoolol Corroapondent.) 

Sydsky, N.S. \V., July 18. — "Kvery- 
thing conaiciered, tlio npeiiiiig progpcuts of 
tbiB now outlet of trade are auflioiently 
promising, and when the oommunities at 
the Canadian and Australian ends of tliu 
service come to Icnow each other's wants, 
and have time to look around and soo to 
what extiint they can supply eooh other's 
requiroments, tlie intoroliange of ooninioili- 
ties will, from present iiulioatioua, develop 
considerable proportions." 

The foregoing is from a leading article in 
tho Sydney Morning Ilorald, one of the 
best informed and most influential news- 
papers in the Australian colonies, and a 
recognised authority on all mutters relating 
to trade and conimerca. Tho qu'itntion is 
from an article publidhed only a few days 
ago, afterthesubjcct had l)eenwell cinvaseed 
in the press and in eoinniercial circles gen- 
erally, in tho light of tho experience gained 
and possibilities suggested by tho initial 
trip of tho Miowera, and a reassuring cable 
message sent to Sir (Jeorgo iJibbs, I'remier 
of New South Wales, from Mr. V. Ward, 
travelling in Canada as tho representative 
of the new lino of steamers. It confirms the 
opinion 1 have formed us tho result of inter- 
views with loading business men of Sydney, 
in my capacity us a representative of the 
Colonist, sent to obtain such information 
as when published in Canada would help in 
opening up tho e.^cpected trade. My recep- 
tion has been exceedingly cordial, and while 
little indeed Is known hero of Canada and 
tho Canadians, the general feeling is that 
this is a condition of affairs which should bo 
speedily changed, and that the result of 
such a change would be mutually profitable. 

It is evident that the inittaUve and the 
leading part throughout must be taken by 
Canada. This is a conservative com- 
munity which, having prospered to a 
rare degree through its commoroial con- 
nections with tho great centres of the 
old world, will no' be concernfd about 
altering tho channels of its trade until the 
profits to result uru shown beyond doubt. 
If Canadian goods are to be sold in Aus- 
tralia, the busmess will have to bo pushed 
solely by Canadian cfTort ; and if Australian 
products are in return to go to the Domin- 
ion, the burden of lindiug and maintaining 
the market will also have to be borne by 
the Canadian merchants. This fact, being 
known, implies no disadvantage to Canada ; 
and on tho other hand Australia has the 
credit of supplying the steamship lino 
which, by giving pleasant, direct and rapid 
commuuicatioD, has made the new trade 
possible. 

Tho Herald takes a reasonable view of 
the situation, recognizing that the trade be* 
tween the two countries, necessarily limited 
at the outset, is likely to have satisfactory 
developments. It says : " It is not in tho 
nature of things that a very large immediate 
trade can heiald the advent of the now 
commonication with Australia. Even tho 
Bteam oonneotion made by the enterprise of 
the Canadian Pacific Company with Japan 
and China was not signalled by startling re- 
sults at its inception. It was the day of 
small things in the Oriental trade, as it now 
is with the Australian. It is true that Aus- 
tralia, with its limited population of four 
millions or so, does not coniparo numerically 
with the teeminc populations thut surround 
the Oriental termini, but the difference in 
character, in enterprise and in trading re- 
quirements presents features tliao tell in 
commerce more than numbers. 

" Some discouragement has been taken 
from tho fact that to un extent tho Do- 
minion is a producer of tho same kinds of 
goods as those that are produced in Austra- 
lia ; but tho same can bo said of the United 
States, and yet in one way and another wo 
have managed to work up a respectable 
amount of interchange. In tho past few 
yeais tho Republic has been exporting to 
Anstrnlia as much as thirteen million dol- 
las' worth of goods a year, while Canada 
has been sending us little beyond half a 
million's worth. On the other hand the 
United States has been taking from us six 
and a quarter millions' worth a year, while 
Canada has been taking virtually nothing 
at all. In this circumstance alone, we see 
the prospect of a development of trade from 
direct 66mmUnicat!on oeing formed, for if 
Canada did little business with us in the 
past, it was mainly because she could reach 
us only by a roundabout way. 

" There in hardly an article of export 
which the United States has Ijeen in the 
habit of sending us, that Canada cannot jiro- 
cluce as well, and export at least as cheaply. 
Taking tho principle items in tlie American 
trade, wo (ihd that tho fact of our being 
producers of similar things, has not prevent- 
ed the interchange of goods, and there is no 
greater reason for its doing ao in relation to 
Canada. Timber of all kinds constitutes 
our largest item of import from tho States, 
amounting in value to 53,000,000 or §t,000,- 
000 a year, Canada needs not to take 
second place U) tho States or any other 
country 'n the output of lumber. Keroaeno 
"bil takes next in rank among our imports 
from tlie Hcpublic. Canada has its oil wells, 
if not (juile so extensive in their distribu- 
tion, at least as rich, and the million and a 
half in value of American coal-oil which we 
recidvc iiU'orda a reuaonuble prospect to 
Caimilian enterprise. 

" M.uihinury of various kinds which wo 
import from tho United States to an annual 
valiiij of a inillion ami a (juarter dollars, 
(Uight [}erhapH all to bo made in Australia, 
but us a mailer of fact it is not, nor likely 
to bo for some time to come, and us the 
Canadian factories turn out tho same class 
of goods, and in all probability at a cheaper 
coat, there can bo nothing unreasonable in 
expect iiig that direct communication with 
the Canailian machinery works will develop 
a trade. In agricultural implementa, pianos, 
organs, furniture and carriages, the Cana- 
dians lay claim to special excellence, and as 
in all thete items we take supplies from 
America, and some of them in very consid- 
erable quantities, there seems not any doubt 
that with an open highway between us and ' 
tho Dominion the Canadians will come to 
tho front. 

"Tho item of fish, of which commodity 
wo take cIobo on half a million dollars' 
worth a year, from tho States, has only to 
bo mentioned to sugKeat tho specialty v.'hieh 
Canada can fairly claim in providing for 
Australia. We have had a foretaste of 
what tho rivers and lakes of tho Dominion 
can send us in its freshest and most didect- 
able form through tho chilled chambers of 
the Miowera, and without doubt, salmon 
and other choice fish will become a leading 
item in tho trade that will spring up from 
direct steamer communication, Thus it is 
with other variotios of import articles, 
which it may be urged, we should produce 
in Australia, The fact that we are pro- 



ducers and ninnufaoturers, as they are in 

in tho States, does not preclude us from re- 
ceiving their products, and the .same rule 
should hold good towards tho Dominion. 

*' But turning to otir posBibls: exports in 
exchnngo, wo find that already ; some of 
them have introduced themselves with oc- 
ccptance. Fruit culture is one of our ris- 
ing and most promising industries, and tho 
impulse that will bo given to it by Can- 
adian markets will bo appreciable. Being 
enabled now, as it were, lo bring midwinter 
and midsummer within three weeks' dis- 
tance of one another, it must be obvious 
thai welcome interchanges will bo made, 
and widi tho facilities allordcd by ilie 
chilled chambers of the steamers and tho 
freight cars, fruit fresh pulled in Australia 
will bo in season in Canada at times at 
which fresh fruit there was hitherto un- 
known. To froz.'U mutton and beef, u new 
market has been given, the possibilities of 
which must be great ; for on the Pacific 
slope of British America, the^y appear to 
huvo no sheep, und grow but fifty per cent, 
of the beef they conaumo. 

"In all Canada they have only two mill- 
ions of aheep against our fifty timoH as 
many with our smaller poi)ulution, anil as 
sheep as well as cattle rtciuiio close hous- 
ing and feeding during tho long and severe 
winters prevailing throughout moat of the 
Dominion, it is easy to understand the ad- 
vantages Australia has as a sousoo of sup- 
ply with our open paaiures all tho year. 
As sheep-farming, owing to the severity of 
tho seasons, can never be extunaively car- 
ried on in Canada, and as that same severity 
enforces tho necessity of woolen clothing, 
it does not require experiment to tell us 
that our wool and our mutton must find 
a valu:iblo outlet in tho reciuirements 
of fivo million British people, brought 
into close proximity to Australia. With- 
out taking account of other things, 
suoh as sugar, hides, tobacco-loaf, pro- 
visions, etc , which Canada imports 
latgi.ly, and which we can supply 
on at leoat as favorable terms as any other 
cuuntry, the items of wool and frozen 
meats, with fruit and wines, should them- 
selves f(U'm a bjsis of a large volume of 
trade with the Dominion. The similarity 
of pursuiis and products between the 
United States and Australia has not formed 
abariierto conunerco, and less reason is 
there that it should operate against iiitcr- 
chiinge wich Canada. Indeed, the greater 
diU'erenco of climate which exists between 
Australia and a country on which winter 
sita with such severity as it does on Cana- 
da, ought to create divergenciea in demand 
and supply that should tell more favorably 
for Canadian and Australian trade." 

Articles hko tho above, now constantly 
appearing in the inlUiential newspapers here, 
are creating a very general interest in Can- 
adian afTairs, and this interest will pave the 
way for business. The Town and Country 
Journal, a large weekly illustrated paper of 
very general circulation in all the Colonies, 
thus urges the advantage of direct trade in 
the great Australian staple : 

" Up to a very few yoara ago London was 
oven more completely tho wool trading cen- 
tre for the world than it is at present. 
Thither flocked buyers from all over tho 
Kuropean continent and -Vinorica, and Lon- 
don rates wore anxiously awaited in every 
great capital. Since those palmy days there 
has been a movement of d'eoentralizitton. 
More is bought in Sydney and Melbourne 
for direct shipment to America and the 
European continent, and the Continent, too, 
baa by the cstaUiahment of the Antwerp 
wool sales obtained an independent market. 
It would seem even more to the advantage 
of Canada 'Juin of countries thut have al- 
ready done BO to enfranchise itself in the 
same manner. 

" The steamer run to Vancouver on the 
Canadian aide is about three weeks, with a 
proportionately short journey for sailing 
ships, whereas, Australian wool reaching 
Canada via London, must take bj' steamer 
over six weeks to the ISritiah capital, and 
even then, ia, counting all delays, quite a 
fortnight from ita final deatination. 'J'he 
transport by aailing ahip for wool from 
Auatralia to London, ia compared with tho 
transport by ateam disproportionately long. 
It is not, as in tho caae of voyaging from 
Australia to the western territories of tho 
Canadian Dominion, that both steamer and 
sailing ship purauo practically tho same 
route. To reach London by sail tho toil- 
some rounding of the Horn has to be under- 
taken, and in any case, whether the transit 
bo by sail or steam, the use of London as an 
entrepot for Australian produce for 
Canada, involves expensive rebandiinga 
aud reshipments, a disadvantage that 
is not oompensated for by the 
undoubted faot that the landing of goods 
from London in the Eastern ports of the 
Dominion involves a shorter railway trans- 
port to tho seat of nianufaoturo than does 
the landing of them on tho Western sea- 
board, The dllferencq not sufficiently 
great, 

" That much of tho wool received from 
London in Canada is Australian is practi- 
cally certnin, because it is a well known 
fact that Northern America cannot, owing 
to inclemency of its winter, prondnoe fine, 
long, staple wool, whiob is neoessary for 
mixing for manufacturing purposes with its 
own coarser varieties. It ia just this proved 
deficiency of America as a wool-producing 
region that is tending to break down the 
United States wool duties. The dilfereneea 
in temperature that alleet wool we call an 
allied matter teiuling to the benefit of trade 
—the fact that the seasons in Australia anil 
Northern America are aa in Australia and 
Europe, pxaotly oppoaito. 

" This would give a market for Australian 
fruit and even for other vegetable products 
in Canada at the exact season when tho 
Canadian soil is frost-bitten, and oven Cali- 
fornia, to which Canada sometimes looks 
for supplies, is experienoiog its far milder 
winter. The rule as to seasons applies to 
dairy produce, though in regard to thai 
there ia more competition, nnd a duly has, 
beaidea, to bo encountered. Returning to 
fruit, it muy be noticed that tho Canadian 
climate in such, the winter so long, and tho 
chance of s[)ring and autumn frosts ao great, 
that njany sorts of fruits that are here oom- 
mon an<l cheap, are with Canadians only 
known as iniported luxuries. With a sea voy- 
age a') short as to do away with much of the 
risk of deterioration on thi! way, aureiy 
something must bo done to expand a pro- 
mising branch of trade." 

The proposition that a delegation appoint- 
ed by tho Canadian government should visit 
Australia with a view to bringing about 
oloBs^ trade relations came very opportunely, 
whilst tho prcaa waa giving such attention 
to the subject. This furtner evidence of 
Canadian entorpriso created much favorable 
comment upon tho publication of Hon. 
iMackenzio liowell's message to Sir George 
Dibbs, tho New South Wales Premier, and 
tho reply of tho latter that tho middle of 
August or early in Sei)tember would be tho 
heat timo for the viait. Any roaaonablc 
trade proposition olFerod by tho Canadian 
delegation woidd no doubt be favorably re- 
ceived, and the visit would do much good 
in helping to make the cnmnuuiities known 
to each other. Australasia having no fed- 
eration such aa that of tho Dominion, tho 
delegation would, of course, have to viait 
the Covornmonta of each of tho aovcn indo- 
peudont colonies with whioh they might ex- 
pect to do business.

Wales goes to Canada by the Miowera to- 
day, this being Hon. ICdmund Barton, Q.C , 
Attorney-General, who is ueeompanied by 
Mrs. IJarton and child. He is making 
tho trip for the benetit of hia health. Un- 
fortunately, Mr. Barton thinks he cannot 
apare the time to extend hia journey to 
Eastern Canada, but proposes to return 
with tho steamer, thus leaving himaelf only 
five or six days ashore, and making it im- 
poaaible for him to ace any but the I'aoiiic 
province. Mr. Barton has lately revived 
tho Australian Federation movement, and 
has caused tho eetablishment of a Federa- 
tion league. Personal observation of the 
results of Fodoration in Canada would no 
doubt strengthen his convictions on the sub- 
ject. Tho six weeks on the Paoifio with the 
incomparably fine weather to be expected 
there should prove a grand restorative of 
health, and the faot that a prominent pub- 
lic man has made such a trip, will be a 
good advertisement for this aa a touriat 
route. 

The manngcra of the ateamahip line be- 
tween Hau Irancisco and Australia have 
been quick to realize tho strong attractions 
olFered by the iiiail route across Ganadu,ttnd 
eince tho new llufl of ateamera liave com- 
menced to run, the advertiaements of the 
San Francisco boats have been altered to 
give prominence to the fact, not before an- 
nounced, that travellers by that line can 
make connection with the Canadian rail- 
way#. Xhia paragraph has been added : 
"At Son Francisco paaseni^ors have choice 
of overland American and Canadian rail- 
ways, and can proceed to Europe from 
either (iuobeo, Halifax, Boston, New York 
or Philadelphia, by any of tho unrivalled 
steamship lines. Journey can bo broken at 
any or all points of interest on tho railway 
routes to the Atlantic aealioard, a few of 
which are Vancouver, Salt Lidco City, Los 
Angolea, Denver, Kansas City, Niagara 
Fulls, Montreal." 

As a result of competition iho ratea of 
paaaago across tho Pacific have already been 
lowered. While tho San Francisco lino ia 
advcrliaing Canada as shown above, the 
Canadian line is properly making the most 
of the fact that it gives oonneotion through 
Pnget .Sonnd with the United States trans- 
continental lincB, and thus oHers a direct 
route to the United States a« well aa to 
Canadian pointu in tho interior or on tho 
Atlantic seaboard. Tho prominence thua 
given to the Americm route to lOngland 
ought to have a good ell'ect in divertinii 
tonri:fl,'i from llio Suez (^anal lines, and 
Canada will undoubtedly beiieli'u from the 
advertising her share in this travel will give 
the Dominion. 

When tho proposal to grant the a\iliaidy 
of £10,000 to tho now lino was before the 
New South Wales Legislature, it iiict with 
very Htrong opposition from tho friends of 
the' Union Stoamsihip Co. of New Zealand, 
who have the contract for the San Fran- 
cisco service, though they have sub-let it to 
Claus Spreckels, the owner of theMonowai, 
Alameda and Mariposa, the boats now run- 
ning. Absurd ns tho statement may seem 
to anyone conversant with tho rcipiire- 
monts, it waa gravely urged in tho Legiala- 
turo that tho Union Co. could give a satis- 
factory service to Vancouver by extending 
their present route from San Francisco to 
that point, aa the journey to Vancouver 
from San Francisco could be made in the 
time tho veaaols now liavo to spare at tho 
latter city. It waa further urged that 
tho new sorvioo could not bo a sue- 
oeas for want of busineaa. So strong 
was the rival steamship influence against it, 
that the subsidy was voted by only a small 
majority, secured by the strong repro- 



aontatinn of the ministry, that the enter- 
prise and good feeling ahowu by Canada 
should be reciprocated and that the ad 
vantage of having this route through British 
territory was alone well worth tho subsidy 
proposed.

To Authorize the Sale of L^ands within 
the City of Victoria upon . wiilclj 
Taxes have been due anci In ar- 
rear for t>yo.years. > : 



WHEREAS it is expedient that all lands or 
improTements Orr real property within 
the' limita of the Corporatloa of tho City of 
Victoria ' upon whloh-'manlaipal taxes hayo 
b6on duo and In arrear for two years shall bo 
sold and tho proceeds applied in tho reduction 
ot aueli taxea : 

Bo it tberoforo enacted by tho Muoicipal 
Oounoil ot tho Corporation ot the City otiVic- 
toria as followa: 

1. Tho CoUootor of tho Munlcliial Council of 
tho Corpor.UIon of tho City ot Victoria la here- 
by nntborized and directed whonaoovor taxes 
on any land or improvomenta or real property 
havo boon duo tor two yours proocdlnK tlio cur- 
rent year, to submit to tho Mayor of tho City 
otYlotorhialistii&dnpUcato, ot all the lands 
or ImproToments or real property liable, under 
the proTlsIons ot this by-law, to bo sold for 
taxes, with tho amount of arrears ugainst each 
lot sot opposite to tho same, and tho Mayor 
shall authenticate such Hat by allbduK thoroto 
llio seal ot tho Corporation ard hi!' slHnaLure, 
and ono of such lists hhall be (loiio.iited with 
tliu Cleric of tlio Coriiorution. ami tbu other 
shall ho reLurni:d Lo tho Collector with a war- 
rant thereto annexed nnder the Iinnd of tho

L', It shall not be the duty of tho collei;(or to 
in .ke emiuiry before eil'tctiiiK' a h:i1c of laiida 
or ijnijroveinents ur real i)roiiLTl y for taxea to 
ascertain \i helher or not there is any dlatrcsa 
upon tho land, nor ahall he bo hound lo emiiilro 
into or form any opinion of lho valno of tho 
the land or iniprovoinenU or real properly. 

3. Tho Collector sliidl prepare a copy of tho 
list of lands or iinprovoineat.s or real prop- 
erty to be sold, anti shall inclmlo therein inn 
separate coliinm, aHtntciuent of the proiiorlion 
of eo.'its chartjeable on each lot for advertising 
and for t he eommleslong antlicrized by thia by- 
Iaw;to ho ijaid to him, and ahall cause a copy of 
eueli list to bo printed for a period of ono 
month preceding the dato of snoh Intended 
a do in aonio newspaper published in the City 
ot Victoiia. 

1. The advorliscrnent shall contain a notidca- 
tion that unleas the arrears nnd coats are sooner 
paid ho will proceed to sell tho lands or Im- 
provomenta or real property for tho tnxoa on a 
day, a time, and ata place named in the advor- 
tisoniont. 

I. Tho Collector shall at lenat two months bo- 
foro tho time of sale also deliver to or deposit 
in tho post olfico to tho addrcaa of the owner of 
audi property which ia to bo aold for Luxes aa 
atoresai', or to tho nRcnt of aueb owner, a 
notice in writing of the amount cf tu-xea due, 
nod that tho properly is to bo aold for arrears 
so duo, and In caso the address of the owner or 
agent Is unknown a notice to tlie same olFect 
shall bo posted apon tho land intended to be 
sold, and also at least two months before the 
time ot sale post a notice similar to the above 
advertlsnmenb in soma Mnvonieat and public 
places, that ia to say, at the OoOnoU Chambers, 
Victoria, and in the Post Ofllco Building, Vic- 
toria, 

0. Tho day of salo shall bo tho thirty-third 
day after tho first publication In a newspaper 
of such list, excloBlve of the day ot snoh pu bii- 
cation, except in case tho said thirty-third day 
ahall fall on a Sunday orhoUday,ln wbleli case 
such sale shall take place on thefoIlowinK- day 
at tho Council Chambers, in tho City of Vic- 
toria, and ahall begin at twelve o'clock noon. 

7. If at any time appointed for tho sale ofltho 
lands orlmproremenla or real property no bid- 
don appear the Collector .may adjoam the sale 
train time to time. 

8, If tho tJixes have not been previously col- 
lected, or If no ono appears to pay the Bamo at 
the time and pinco appointed for tho sale, tho 
Collector shall sell at public auction so much 
of tbo land or Iniprovomonts or real property 
as may bo sufllclont to discharge the taxes and 
all lawful charges incurred lb and about the 
sale acd the collection ot the taxes, selling in 
pretorouce such part as ho may consider beat 
for the owner to sell first, and in od'orinB such 
lands or improveraonts or real propoi ty for sale 
It shall not bo necoasary to doscribo particu- 
larly tho portion ot the lot or Bcc'.ion which 
ahall bo sold, but IL will ho sullloieat to say 
that be will sell ao niu'-li ot the lot or section aa 
ahall bo necessary to aecuro Lho pai'iiionL of the 
taxea due, and tho amount of taxea stated In 
tbo advertlBsment shaU In all catea be prima 
facie evidence of the correct amount duo. 

P, If tho Collector fails nt such sale to sell 
audi land or imiirovementa or real property for 
thu full niiinunt of arrears of tlii! taxes due he 
ahall at such sale adjourn the BanioItiiiLU a day 
bo publicly named by him,, not earlier t lian onu 
week nor later than throo inonlhi thereafter, 
of which ailjourncd sale he shall kIvo notice by 
advertlaement In the newspauer in wlileli the 
original notice was advorllsed, and on such 
day he ahall sell suoh' lands or Improvements 
or real property for any sum ho cnn realize, 
and shall acceiit audi sum aa full payment for 
such arrears of tuM'.-i. 

10. If thn iiurdiasor of any properly or parcel 
ot land tails iiniiiedlately to pay tho Collector 
tbo amount of ibe pnrchaao money, tho Col- 
lector ahall forthwiLh nKiiin put lip the prop- 
liorty for aale.

LOST IN A STORJT. 

The British Hark "Glrvan" Wrecked lu 
Mld-Oeean— Her Crow Saved. 

PoBT To-WNSEND, Aug. 10.— The British 
bark George Thompson, sixty-six days from 
' Sydney, N.S. W., arrived to-day, bringing 
the first report of the total loss pf the 
British bark GIrvan, of Ayr, Scotland, in 
latitude 156 2 East, and longtitudo 2-12' 
South, on TunQ 10th. The vessel ran into a 
atorin on tho si.Kth day out; from Xewe.istlo, 
which tore away all her sails und riL'ging, 
and by shifting her c.irgo forward, throw 
her on her beam ends, the water tilling her 
hatches. The entiro crow of cwcnty-one 
men, with the exception of the ship's 
carpenter, who was washed overboard from 
aloft while repairing a spar, spent twenty- 
four hours clinging to tho stern rail of the 
vcsael high in the air. They were rescued 
with much dilBculty and later on, at their 
own request. Captain Angus and crow were 
put ailioro on Norfolk island, one of tbo 
Frifindly group, from where they expected 
to be taken home on a posBtpg veasel, Tha 
bdrk Thompson remained In the vicinity of 
the wreck three days ; bub there being ap- 
parently no chance to save anything, she 
proceeded on her way, leaving the vessel 
rapidly disappeariog from view. The GIr- 
van was a British built veaael of 1,277 tons 
faurden, and was at the time of her loss on 
her way from Newcastle to San Francisco 
with a cargo of coal consigned to lialfour, 
Guthrie 4; Co. Tha vessel was valued at 
£14,000 and her cargo at 810,000.
